The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
sought a similar “service-at-cost” 
or guaranteed profit form of fran- 
chise from St. Louis about three 
years ago, to run 00 years, but 
failed when public opposition de- 
veloped to binding the city to a 
guaranteed profit franchise plan. 

Mayor Miller, who originally fa- 
vored that grant, later reversed his 
position and stated the wise course 
for the city was to wait until the 
transportation survey had _ been 
mude and the city knew what 
service it needed before consider- 
ing any new franchise. 

Agreements Have No kffect. 

The situation in Kansas City 
once more emphasizes the impor- 
tant fact that agreements between 
utilities and municipalities that at- 
tempt to fix ‘rates, valuation of 
property or operating practices of 
public utilites have no permane * 
effect, regardless of the form of 
the agreement, or the name adopt- 
ed for the franchise, if either of the 
principals become dissatisfied with 
the barxzain.

In this connection it has been 
asserted the terminable permit bill 
for the street railway company and 
other common carriers in St. Louis, 
row awviting action hy Gov. Caul- 
field, would give the city an ad- 
vantage in dealing with the treet 
railways and would enlarge the 
powers of the Board of Aldermen, 
but this is not borne out by pro- 
visions of the bill, as passe by the 
Leg:slature. 

Alleged Benefits Are Cited. 

It har been contended that ad- 
ditional powers would be gained 
through an agreement the city 
could make with the company, as 
a condition of its consent tc sur- 
render by the company of its ex- 
isting limited ‘erm franchise, to be 
-*placed by a terminable 7 -rmit, 
in effect a perpetual franchise, to 
be issued by the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission, under provisions 
of the bill. , 

No such provisions could be 
placed ‘his agreement consistent 
with the Public Service Commis- 
sion law, and the city would bo 
given no powers by the bill thi 
it does not now possess, except its 
officials could consent to a grant 
that would result in a permaneni 
franchise for the street railways, 
and thereby circumvent the protec- 
tive provision in the city charter 
limiting franchises for public util- 
ities to 50 years. 

The insolvent Kansas City Rail 
wavs Co. was reorganized in 1925 
by Newman and banking associates, 
who retained control. Since the 
reorganization, practical control of 
the company has been placed in the 
City Utilities Co., Newman’s Dela- 
ware holding company, through 
voting trust certificates for these 
shares. 

Reasons for Holding Company. 
Practical control of the St. 
Louis company was turned over 
to the City Utilities Co. last April 
26, with approval of the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission. The hold- 
ing company, of whica Newman 
is president, contended this trans- 
fer would be beneficial, on the 
ground the holding company 
would render material financial as- 
sistance and managerial aid to the 


operating company. 
At the time the Kansas City 
Council gave the Newman group 


Jefferson City Correspondent of the 


guaranteed profit plan, it was said 
the franchise weuld settle fare con 
troversies, give the city extensive 
powers over the street railway and 
eliminate fare and valuation fights 
before the Public Service Comis- 
sion. 

No valuation was fixed in the 
franchise, in definite terms, but ap- 
proximately $25,000,000 was the 
figure adopted for the capital 
value in the extended negotiations 
preceding the franchise grant The 
franchise provided the company 
was entitled to earn a return of 
$2,000,000 on the property as it 
stood on the franchise date, plus 
a return of $8 per cent on net ad- 
ditions to the property. 

Agreement for Lower Fare, 

It provided that fares should be 
governed by the earnings in rela- 
tion to the agreed return. For 
each $100,000 that the earnings 
exceeded the agreed amount, the 
ij company was to make a reduction 
of one-sixth cent in the lowest fare 
ticket price. If earnings fell below 
the agreed amount, the company 
could apply to the City Council for 
an inerease or go to the Public 
Service Comission, 

The franchise gave the city the 
power to name two members of 
the board of directors of the com- 
pany, one of whom would be the 
City Street Railway Commissioner, 
who would have full access to the 
company books and make recom- 
mendations on changes in fares, 
schedules and operating practices. 
The Aranchise permitted the city 
to buy the company property, by 
condemnation through the courts 
or at a price to be fixed by the 
Public Service Commission. 

A three-year bus franchise, pro- 
viding for a 10-cent fare with 
transfer privilege between strect 
cars and a bus feeder line, also 
was granted. This expired last De- 
cember and the company operates 
its busses on a day-to-day permit. 
Seeks Relief From Obligations, 

Early in November last year the 
conipany notified the city that un- 
less it were relieved of certain 
franchise obligations, such as pav- 
ing between its tracks, viaduct 
rentals and street-cleaning taxes, it 
would apply for an increase in fare. 

It presented its case to the 

Chamber of Commerce and various 
civic organizations without success, 
and Jan. 25 the directors voted to 
file application for a fare increase 
with the State Public Service Com- 
mission. 
The case was filed at Jefferson 
City Feb. 11, the schedule setting 
up a one-fare area over Greater 
Kansas City and applying a straight 
10-cent fare to all street cars and 
feeder busses. 

The commission is asked to de- 
termine the physical value of the 
property for rate-making purposes. 
No date has been set for the hear- 
ing, although the company has 
been notified that the commission 
would start its audit next month. 
Rise Unwarranted, City Says, 

The city contends that an in- 
crease in fare is unwarranted; that 
according to th company’s own 
figures it actually is enjoying its 
bést year since obtaining the prop- 
erty. on foreclosure in 1926. Its 
figures for the first four months, 
available last week, show an earn- 
ing of more than 6 per cent, the 
city asserts. 
The company before the receiver- 
ship had operated under a 5-cent 
fare franchise, which would hava 
expired in 18 years. However. it 
obtained a 2'%-cent increase 
through the aid of the Federal 
Court and the Public Service Com- 
mission, before the new franchise 
was granted. 

The new franchise had failed to 
Produce the return agreed upo~ 
and it will be seen that the agreed 
basis of valuation went overboard 
in the case, as a new valuation was 
asked for and has been ordered by 
the Commission. In its applica- 
tion, the company presented inven- 
tories varying from $37,294,702 as 
the book values, to $51,116,000 on 
the basis of reproduction new, less 
depreciation. 

Kansas City, which expected to 
gain additional powers through 
the new form of franchise, is be-

after the legislative scandal which 
had marked its course almost . om 
the day it was introduced, 

In the minds of many sincere 
legislators there was an_ honest 
doubt as to the advisability of pass- 
ing the act, but the trickery and 
persistent rumors of graft lined 
them up for the bill. 

Under the new provisions of the 
law the companies, organized to 
make loans of not more than $300, 
will be limited to an interest rate 
of 243 per cent a month, or 30 per 
cent a year. Since the original law 
| was enacted two years ago they 
have been charging 334% per cent a 
month or 42 per cent a year. 

They will be required: to state 
in their advertisements the inter- 
est rate charged. Salary buyers 
will be brought under.the terms of 
the act, and all the small loan 
companies will be required to make 
detailed reports of their business 
to the State Finance Commis- 
sioner. 

Similar Bills Introduced. 

Early in the session a number 
of bills to curb the loan companies 
were introduced, some proposed an 
outright repeal of the law, and 
others proposed a reduction in the 
interest rate to as low as 1% per 
cent a year. 

Committees to which the bills 
were assigned refused to report 
them. In the House it was neces- 
sary to obtain the passage of a 
resolution to get the bills on the 
floor. In the Senate, Senator Bu- 
ford, chairman of the Criminal 
Jurisprudence Committee, refused, 
even to entertain a motion by a 
committee member to report them 
out, and when a vote was taken 
over his protest, he refused to 
comply with the decision of the 
conimittee. 

Largely because of Buford’s ar- 
bitrary methods Senator Russell L. 
Dearmont of Cape Girardeau took 
up the fight for the legislation 
and, by resolution, attempted to 
force the bills out onto the floor. 
He failed, but there arose such a 
storm of protest from over the 
State, that when the Ballew bill 
reducing the interest rate to 2 
per cent a year reached the Sen- 
ate from the House, there was a 
majority sentiment for it. 

Dearmont successfully attempted 
ito accomplish w hat any old mem- 
‘ber of the Senate would have said 
was impossible. The bill was near 
the foot of the calendar and 
Tearmont, over the protest of 
Senator Casey of Kansas City, 
Démocratic leader, president pro 
tem, and author two years ago of 
the small loan law, succedeed in 
having it taken from its place and 
made a special order of business 
for last Saturday. 

Ballew Bill Reported. 

The Senate Judiciary Commi .ce, 
to which the Ballew bill had -een 
referred, had reported it out with 
an amendment changing the inter- 
est rate from 24 per c-nt back to 
42 per cent. After an all-day bat- 
tle, m which he was opposed by 
Casey and the Casey organization 
in the Senate, Decormon. defeated 
the 42 per cent rate, and the bill 
was passed with a rate of $0 >er 
cent.

Sur- 
scons operated almust immediately, 
bue pleurisy set in and his condi- 


tion was described today as des- 
perate. 

His mother the Duchess de Tal- 
.eyrand, made known her son's con- 
dition today and explained his ac- 
tion. 

She said he, while at school in 
Southern France, had met a French 
Sirl and fallen in love with her. 
Returning home, he asked permis- 
sion of his father, the Duke de Tal- 
leyrand, and herself to marry im- 
mediately, although he would not 
be 20 years old until July 16. 

They tried to persuade him 
wait, telling him they had no ob- 
jection to the young woman but 
thought him too young to marry. 

He threatened to kill himself, 
but his mother did not take him 
seriously. A pistol shot was heard. 
The young Prince had tried to 
make good his threat. 

Prince de Sagan acquired his ti- 
tle recently when his father re- 
nounced it. He had a younger sis- 
ter and three half brothers, sons 
of his mother by her first mar- 
riage to Count Boni de Castellane, 
a cousin of the Duke de Talley- 
rand. 

The Prince's sweetheart is the 
21-year-old daughter of an archi- 
tect. She came to Parig from 
Southern France with her family 
at Whitsuntide at the same: time 
De Sagan came home for his vaca- 
tion, both wishing to be married 
immediately.

‘Automobile Costs and Public Service Co. 
Propaganda. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

T is surprising to see that ‘Transit 
Saito takes you to task for publish- 
ing Prof. Agg’s figure of 6.43 cents per 
mile, and cites against you as authority 
Bulletin No. 69 of Iowa State College, 
which was, in fact, prepared by the same 
professor about five years ago. 

The low operating costs today are en- 
tirely logical in view of the far greater 
extent of hard-surfaced roads, the use 
of balloon tires that save wear and tear 
on the car, the more efficient general 
construction of automobiles which min- 
imizes repair costs, and the great im- 
provement in the gas economy of mo- 
tors. 

Several years ago when we were seek- 
ing for figures on the average cost per 
mile of an automobile, including every 
factor, such as depreciation, we accepted 
Bulletin No. 69 of lowa State College as 
being the most thorough-going study we 
could’ find. It seemed to us to be a 
higher figure than we expected. even 
though it inckided depreciation cost, in- 
surance, and all other elements, but we 
were satisfied with the accuracy of the 
study. Though we knew conditions va- 
ried, we felt that this was as honest and 
impartial a survey as . we could find. 
That was Bulletin 69. 

In Bulletin No. 91. again made by 
Prof. Age of lowa State College. cover- 
ing a wide range of surveys in the Unit- 
ed States, the figure of 6.43 cents per 
mile has been arrived at. Those who are 
interested in statistical methods can get 
the entire data in Bulletin 91, Iowa 
State College. Ames, Ia, 

It seems to us that the street car sign 
referred to in “Transit News” calls for 
a further comment. The sign in ques- 
tion compares 10 cents a mile by auto- 
mobile to 8 cents a ride by street car. 


The figure is now 6 cents a mile, but. 


even so, that is for the entire vehicle, | 
whether it carries one of five persons. | 
Tf the automobile, for example, is carry- 
ing three persons at 6 cents a mile, the. 
comparison then would be 2 cents per 
person per mile by automobile. com- 
pared with 8 cents per person per ride 
by street car. Judging by the number 
of persons using automobiles, the oper- 
ating costs are reasonable. If in any 
city the operating costs are above nor- 
mal, this situation could be met by 
neighbors taking turns in motoring each 
other downtown in the morning, which 
would be the logical economic answer to 
the type of argument presented by 
“Transit News.” 

It seems unfortunate, however, that 
street car companies should start a con- 
troversy as to the comparative methods 
of various modes of transportation. Each 
transportation service has its special 
uses—the airplane. the steamship. the 
motor bus, the street car, and the pri- 
vate automobile. 

In the long run, economic law will de- 
termine the place of each. Lower op- 
erating cost as wel] as lower purchase 
mrice has been one of the reasons for 
increase in motor use during the past 
five years. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
was up to the minute in reporting the 
latest firures.

A HAPPY SELECTION.

WIGHT F. DAVIS has been appointed 


and has accepted the office of Gover- 
nor-Genera!] of the Philippines. The se- 
lection of Mr. Davis for this important post 
is a happy one. As Secretary of War. Mr. 
Davis was in close contact with the affairs 
of the Philippines. The administration of 
the islamds comes under the jurisdiction of 
the War Department. Furthermore, the 
United States maintains a considerable mili- 
tary force on the islands in which the War 
Department is directly interested. After 
Mr. Davis became Secretary of War he was 
interested in building up the utilitv of the 
army in peace-time activities, Some of 
these activities have been undertaken in 
the Philippines. 


The Philippine Islands are far greater in 
extent and in importance than many Amer- 
icans, living thousands of miles away, 
realize. They represent, too, the farthest 
outpost of the United States in Asiatic wa- 
ters. Upon their proper administration 
much depends, not only for the island peo- 
ples themselves, but also for the continued 
good relations of the United States with 
the Powers of the Far East. Mr. Davis 
is well qualified to have charge of the ad- 
niinistration as Governor-General. He has 
demonstrated his executive ability as Secre- 
tary of War and as Assistant Secretarw ef 
that department. 

President Hoover regards the office of 
Governor-General of the Philippines'as one 
of major importance. He is to be congrat- 
ulated upon filling the post-so adequately.
